French, eighteen 
Belgian generals. 

Paris special: A German advance 
In Belgium was counterbalanced Sun- 
day by French successes In the region 
of Verdun. The kaiser's forces had 
•lightly the better of hard fighting at 
the extreme west of the line, but Gen- 
eral Joffre'u troops dealt destructive 
blows toward the extreme east. The 
general situation as indicated by the 
official reports remains the same-in- 
cessant, violent fighting with no de 
Ofstvo outcome. 

Veering from the seacoast and pun- 
ished by Hritish and French naval 
guns, the Germans hurled an urmy 
against the Begums defending the 
River Yser and were able to cross the 
Yr.er between Nieiinort and Dixmude 
probably at a point about six miles 
from (!!<■ eo.ist line. The Germans 
brought heavy guns from I^eke and 
kruppa determined the conflict. It 
had taken the kal icr's troops ten days 
to bent back the gallant army com- 
manded by King Albert 

Crown Prince Suffers Revtrse. 

Th • Victoria Of the allies were won 
nortli and south of Verdrn In the con- 
sistent effort to protect that fortress 
and to recapture the German position 
at St. Mlhlel. The army of the crown 
prince was beaten in the Argonne for- 
est and a regiment Of his troops was 
cut to pieces. Almost simultaneously 
French artillery destroyed three Ger- 
man batteries on the upper Meuse. pre- 
sumably in the attack on the German 
fortifications at St. Mlhlel and Camp 
De Komains and French artillery was 
advanced to command the German 
line of communication from St. Mlhlel 

eastward. Six batteries have been put 
out of action within two days by the 
French guns. 

To add to the trials of the troops en- 
gaged In the desperate fightlnir. a 
short spell of tine weather has given 
place to another downpour of rain, 
which will convert the lowlands ot 
Flanders Into lakes. 

Efforts to Seize Railroads. 

General Joffre's summary of the op- 
erations on the west Hank was that 
the Germans attacked Violently from 
Uleuport to the Oise, but that they 
were beaten back everywhere except 
st the Yser. As on previous days, the 
German onslaught was fiercest near 
Lille, where the effort is to seize the 
railroads toward Calais and Boulogne, 
but the allies' line was unbreakable. 

Alouz the old center, where In- 
trenched troops have faced each other 
for forty-three days, there was re- 
newed activity with the advantage 
slightly to the allies. Near Soi->sons 
and near Craconne, the British and 
French troops have gained advanced 
positions. 

There Is unofficial news that the 
An^lo-l-'rench tleet retains coiumand < f 
the Belgian coast and that the Ger- 
mans may have to evacuate Ostend 
and other ports where troops could be 
landed by' the allies.

He was an offi- 
cer in the liuerta administration and 
had refused to flee from the capital 
when Carrnnza entered.

Some of this class ha\ e 
been compelled by force of public 
opinion to favor nn income tax. but 
In reality oppose it under the gUiM Of 
opposition to the tariff reductions in 
the pending MIL This bill, so far as 
It modifies the existing law, shifts to 
that extent the burden of taxation 
from the poor consumer to Ihe rich 
possessors of great incomes, lis tend 
ency is to lighten the taxes upon 
mere sufficiency and increase them 
upon superfluity. This has been the 
policy and theory of every wise sys 
tern of taxation in the most enlight 
ened civilization." 

The Income Tax. 

To my mind one of the si l ongest 
features of the Inderwood Turiff Rill 
Is the Income Tax. because It requires 
those who are ablest and have re- 
ceived the greatest benefits, to come 
to the support of the government, and 
to that extent removes the burden 
from the shoulders or the poor.
